WASHINGTON (AP) — Con- 
gress appears certain to grant 
President Johnson's request for 
a 47-day extension of the no* 
strike period in the nationwide 
dispute between the railroads 
and six shopcraft unions. 
But several senators made 
clear their support was based 
on the President's pledge that 
he 
wouid 
submit legislation 
within a few days to solve the 
dispute. 
T7ie Senate Labor Committee 
approved the extension resolu- 
tion 15 to 0 Friday afternoon, 
within several hours after the 
decision to request It had been 
reached at a morning White 
House conference. 
The House Commerce Com­ 
mittee appeared ready to follow 
suit Monday morning. 
Then both branches are ex­ 
pected to pass the resolution 
Monday afternoon, sending it to 
Johnson for his signature well 
ahead of the threatened strike 
at 12:01 A.M. Wednesday. 
The White House originally 
said a 45-day extension had 
been agreed upon, running to 
June 17. But it was discovered 
this was a Saturday and the res­ 
olution as introduced in Con­ 
gress specified June 19. 
Congress already has voted 
one 20-day extension of the no­ 
strike period in the dispute 
which centers chiefly on wage 
issues. 
The White House said the 
President was asking a further 
delay "out of concern for the 
national interest, out of concern 
for the American servicemen in 
battle" in Vietnam. 
Senate 
Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield said, "Much as 
I dislike any labor legislation of 
this kind, there seems to be no 
alternative. 
"The difficulties that will en­ 
velop us If a rail strike starts 
Wednesday are too awesome to 
contem plate." 
Sen. Wayne Morse, D-Ore., 
Senate sponsor of the extension 
resolution, said several legisla­ 
tive alternatives to settle the 
dispute were discussed at the 
White House meeting. But he 
said the administration made 
d e a r no final decision had been 
reached on this. 
However, Morse said he unal­ 
terably was opposed to compul­ 
sory 
arbitration 
and never 
would vote for it. 
This was the solution adopted 
in legislation which settled a 
bitter rail fight over firemen 
and work rules in 1963, 
"It is not only a strike we are 
&ced with but also a lockout," 
Morse said. "T here is no doubt 
in my mind that the c a rrie rs, by 
design, are seeking to compel 
compulsory arbitration." 
TTie six unions, whose walkout 
would cripple about 95 per cent

Unable to Thaw War Policy Dissent

dourly predicted today further 
escalation

HIGHER POSTAL RATES 
An increase in international surface and air 
mail, to take effect on Monday, May 1, may be 
only the first of a series of postal rate in­ 
creases in 1967. 
The higher international 
rates will average 13 per cent and presumably 
will erase the U.S. Post Office’s $16 million 
deficit in its international operations. Mail to 
servicemen stationed overseas will not be af­ 
fected. 
The Postmaster General has statutory authority 
to 
raise 
postage 
rates on mail to foreign 
countries without prior approval of Congress. 
Not so with domestic postage rates; Congress 
must approve these, and it is loath to raise the 
price of mailing a letter without assurance that 
service will improve correspondingly. Although 
requests 
for 
postage rate increases are sent 
from the White House to Capitol Hill almost 
every year, only three have been enacted since 
World War II - in 1949, 1958 and 1962. 
This year probably will bring the fourth postwar 
rate increase. 
With the Post Office deficit 
expected to reach $1.2 billion by June 30, a 
rate boost can hardly be avoided. 
A rule of 
thumb seems to be that a postal deficit of be­ 
tween $500 million and $900 million can be ex­ 
plained away, but one of over $1 billion is 
politically intolerable. 
The rate increases proposed by President 
Johnson affect all classes of mail, including 
first class and air mail, which already earn a 
small profit for the Post Office. The biggest 
rate increase, of 31 per cent, would apply to 
third class m atter, which consists largely of 
unsolicited advertising or “ junk m ail.” Irate 
recipients of junk mail 
have complained for 
years that it is in effect being subsidized by the 
taxpayer. 
If the 31 per cent rate increase goes 
into effect, third class postage receipts would 
cover about 90 per cent of costs. 
♦ * *

A BRAKE ON BRAIN DEFERMENTS 
An executive order dealing with draft defer­ 
ments for postgraduate students “ is in the pro­ 
cess of being written,” in the words (April 
19) of Selective Service Director Lewis 
B. 
Hershey. 
About 80 per cent of Columbia College’s 
senior class of 670 students plans to go on to 
graduate school. 
The figure perhaps only re ­ 
flects a trend. Of the nation’s 450,000 bachelor 
degree graduates of 1964 - long before the es­ 
calation in Viet Nam - 100,000 went on to work 
for graduate degrees. 
Of the 1964 graduates of such schools as Prince­ 
ton, 
Harvard, Cornell, 
University of Penn­ 
sylvania, and New York University, 60 to 85 
per cent went on to higher schools. Of the 1966 
class at Dartmouth, 80 per cent became grad­ 
uate students. 
Yet there is a strong feeling that the rich and 
brainy young man is using postgraduate study 
to avoid military service. 
In his March 6 
message to Congress on draft revision, P resi­ 
dent Johnson said: “ I shall issue an executive 
order specifying that no deferments for post­ 
graduate study be granted in the future, except 
for those men pursuing medical and 
dental 
courses.” 
Burke Marshall, chairman of the 
National 
Advisory Commission on the Selective Service 
System, which has recommended a number of 
changes in present methods of drafting young 
men for military service, on March 22 told a 
Senate subcommittee that demands on graduate 
schools have increased considerably because of 
young men attempting to avoid induction. After 
completing graduate school, a man still bent on 
staying out of service can seek an occupation 
which holds promise of a deferment - such as 
teaching. 
Gen. Hershey told U.S. News & World Report 
in an interview that he “ wouldn’t presum e” 
that President Johnson would issue his order on 
postgraduate stays of induction “ before the end 
of this school year.” 
Now the order looks 
more 
imminent. 
Even so, Hershey in 
the 
magazine interview suggested: 
“ If a graduate 
student already has a deferment, maybe he has 
a vested right.” 
The implication is that the 
President’s order would affect only future ap­ 
plications for deferment. 
The whole idea of deferment for students is 
being widely debated. There are now about 1.7 
million men with college deferments classified 
¿-S, including postgraduates. More than 54,000 


are classified I-S, with deferment automatic 
only until the end of the scholastic year. 
In a statement in early March, student news­ 
papers of four Ivy League institutions - Brown, 
Cornell, Dartmouth, and Pennsylvania - op­ 
posed discontinuance of student deferments, as 
recommended by the President’s commission, as 
ignoring “ the value of uninterrupted under­ 
graduate education.” However, editorial boards 
of the Columbia, Princeton, and Yale news­ 
papers asserted: 
“ To protect the young man 
because he has had the cultural background as 
well as the financial ability to obtain a higher 
education is patently unjust to those not in­ 
cluded in the fortunate group.” Harvard stood 
mute. 
In a sense the argument of means is irrele­ 
vant. 
What with the 
number of public and 
private scholarships available, almost any quali­ 
fied student who wants to can attend college - 
or graduate school for that matter. The opera­ 
tive word in that sentence is “ qualified.” The 
deferment is a matter of brains rather than 
wealth.

spending for travel and staff 
personnel by the house commit­ 
tee

bor, 
which Adam formerly 
headed. 
The committee’s new chair­ 
man, Rep. Carl Perkins, D- 
Ky., is systematically cutting 
down on all expenses and for 
the first time had introduced 
a bookkeeping system to ac­ 
count for every penny of pub­ 
lic money that comes in and 
goes out. 
"I want you to feel free to 
examine 
the 
books at all 
times,” Perkins told this col­ 
umn. "They will always be open 
from now on. We welcome scru­ 
tiny by the press.” 
He has told committee col­ 
leagues much the same thing: 
"We are going to operate in 
a goldfish bowl, as far as the 
public 
is concerned. "For 
one thing, as 
long as 1 am 
chairman there is to be 
no 
unauthorized 
or 
unjustified 
travel. I’m going to clear all 
trips, 
even short 
ones, and 
the money spent on then.” 
Under Powell, the committee 
staff was the largest and most 
changeable in congress. An esti­ 
mated 200 aides workedforhim 
in various capacities last year. 
They were on and off the pay­ 
roll. 
Perkins 
already has 
dropped 
18 so • called "per­ 
manent” staff employees hired 
by Powell, at 
an estimated 
saving of $256,000 to the tax­ 
payers. 
Leon Abramson, chief coun­ 
sel for labor • management at 
$25,595 a year, and Odell Clark, 
chief investigator at $18,461 a 
year, 
are among those who 
have gone. Many others have 
been replaced, including

SOLVING RIVER POLLUTION 
Public health and pollution 
experts have applied a 
new 
machine to an old - fashioned 
system of getting rid of sewage 
and refuse instead of dumping 
it into rivers and streams. The 
solution is composting, essen­ 
tially the same principle used 
by French farm ers, who 
for 
years have accumulated 
ma­ 
nure in piles to let it steam 
and decompose. 
In Johnson City, Tenn., John 
S. Wiley, public health service 
engineer, 
reports that he is 
doing the same thing with the 
city's raw sewage, mixed with 
garbage and other solid wastes. 
He is using a new machine de­ 
veloped by Herbert Cobey of 
the Cobey Farm Wagon Com­ 
pany in Ohio, namely a com- 
poster which can turn out com­ 
post at the rate of 2,000 tons 
per hour and produce finished 
compost at a cost of one cent 
per ton. 
The Johnson City experiment 
has been successful with not 
only garbage 
and sewage but 
old wastepaper. The final com­ 
post can be used to enrich farm­ 
land, Instead of killing fish in 
Rivers. 
Secret of the process, accord­ 
ing to engineer Wiley, is the 
high temperature generated by 
nature in rotting manure, plus 
mixing 
the refuse 
by ma­ 
chine.

Probes Soon Will Expose Ter­ 
ror and New Type Looting 
Washington, D.C.: — Some la­ 
bor leaders are trying to come 
in out of the cold. But it's too 
late. Grand juries right across 
the land have been hearing them 
in secret. It's like old times on 
the waterfront, in the construc­ 
tion field, on the pipe lines, and 
even in the Mafia. 
Special agencies are ready to 
put the show on the road. It will 
all come up very sexy, lucra­ 
tive and noisy in the next 60 days 
and there will be enough Cosa 
Nostra color in some of 
the 
exposes to redden the 
faces 
of national labor leaders --who 
have lost control of their satel­ 
lites because they just have not 
bothered tracking or policing 
them. 
At the moment 
waiting for 
calls to a string of witness 
stands are officials of the Op­ 
erating Engineers in Northern 
New Jersey, some leaders of 
eastern Longshoremen, 
Rolls 
Royce-riding 
Laborers 
and 
some old friends of Jimmy Hoffa 
— just to mention a few. 
This is reported here with due 
care for the new reportage and 
sensitive concern for the rights 
of those who care little for the 
rights of those who have chosen 
them to lead in the great ideal- 
is m. But it does not prejudice 
anyone’s right to a 
fair trial 
or bias any yet - to - be se­ 
lected jury to state that in some 
instances huge sums of money 
are involved as well as charges 
of using “ the squeeze" in most 
brutal fashions. 
There is the case of convicted 
extortioner Johnny Dio, whose 
influence it is hoped will now 
diminish in some 
Teamsters 
circles. He will be brought to 
trial early in May in New York's 
Federal Court by the relentless 
crusading U.S. Attorney, Ro­ 
bert Morgenthau. 
The charges against Dio are 
worth noting by every small 
businessman. He is 
accused 
of bankrupting a meat com­ 
pany in the fashion of the Cosa 
Nostra --wherein taking over a 
business and defrauding

— if you did not get in his way. 
But this is just one of many 
upcoming trials of muscle men 
who dart in and out of labor. 
Asst. Attorney General Fred 
Vinson tells me that there are 
grand jury actions in Newark, 
Chicago, Kansas City, Cleve­ 
land and several sections 
of 
New York State. 
Grimly, it is little 
enough. 
This — added to the investiga­ 
tions and public hearings of 


other agencies — will at least 
show the ever-present pattern 
of Mafia infiltration into labor 
and small business. 
Actually, the task is 
awe­ 
some. 
Mr. Vinson's 
special 
units, for example, discovered 
70 major hoodlums in just one 
city. These 
are “ Dons,” not 
troops. At the moment the best 
the Justice Dept.'s Organized 
Crime and Racketeering sec­ 
tion can do is to coordinate the 
surveillance of 3100 
major 
crime syndicate chiefs. 
Obviously the so-called fight 
on crime makes no sense when 
insiders report that there are 
thousands of others who go 
about their multimillion dollar 
terror business unwatched and 
unmolested. 


New England, for example, is 
virtually virgin territory for 
the federal government. There, 
one of the 
Mafia’s 
national 
commissions, operating out of 
Providence, reaches into labor 
all the way from 
Connecticut 
to the 
mobs' happy dumping 
grounds in Boston. 
Over in Chicago, the entire 
federal law enforcement unit 
was stripped down almost to 
paralysis. 
Luckily the syn­ 
dicate there is in its own proxy 
fight. Some of the hoods 
are 
trying to unseat Sam (Momo) 
Giancana. 
He told them to 
to hell and is resting from 
year in jail --b u t not in Chi­ 
cago -- in Mexico. 
Our 
government, 
officially 
so agitated by this crime thing, 
simply imposed a job freeze. 
Chicago's federal unit de-es- 
calated to about four men. The 
special labor unit of the Or­ 
ganized Crime 
section 
has 
exactly 
six 
men. 
Yet hun­ 
dreds of lawyers are in 
the 
federal catacombs in 
other 
divisions, shuffling papers and 
catching their car pool drive 
home — tout nothing else. 
If it were not for some dedi­ 
cated U.S. attorneys and mobile 
units made up of FBI 
and 
Labor Dept, teams there would 
be no action at all. 
Why? 
What use are the permanent 
anti-crime units in New York, 
Chicago, Los Angeles, Newark 
and Miami, if they don't have 
the manpower to turn rumor into 
fact and fact into indictments 
and convictions? 
One 
government 
official, 
knocking off about 10 p.m. the 
other 
night 
mused wearily 
that “ we could use 300 more 
men for the next 
50 years 
and then we'll make a dent. 
This is heartache alley.” 
But it is not all futile as w& 
soon shall see.

KENNETT - What are 
the 
favorites of teenagers in t h e 
quickly prepared foods? Why do 
homemakers 
and 
drive - ins 
cooks fry a great deal? The de­ 
mand for deep • fat fried foods 
behooves 
cooks 
to be cau­ 
tious 
in 
maintaining a non­ 
smoking 
temperature of the 
fat. The amount of heating 
a 
fat or oil can stand before it 
smokes is Important in the se­ 
lection of a fat for frying. Deep- 
fat frying may require a tem­ 
perature 
as high as 400 de­ 
grees. 
Fats 
which are allowed 
to 
smoke 
are 
too hot and will 
scorch the food. A fat 
which 
reaches the smoking tempera­ 
ture interferes with the diges­ 
tibility of the fried food. 
A heated 
fat 
is breaking 
down chemicals when it smokes. 
Its funes 
have a sharp odor 
and irritate the mucous lin­ 
ings of the nose and throat. 
The fumes give the fried food 
an unpleasant 
flavor 
as well 
as contaminating 
the atmo­ 
sphere. Once a fat is heated 
to the smoking 
point, 
its 
period of 
usefulness is lim­ 
ited. It becomes 
rancid soon­ 
er. 
Only fats that have 
high 
smoking 
temperatures 
are 
suitable for deep • fat frying. 
These fats include most of the 
vegetable 
oils 
and hydro­ 
genated shortenings. Olive oil 
has a low smoking 
tempera­ 
ture 
and is 
undesirable for 
deep • fat frying. 
Because 
of its high percent­ 
age 
of free fatty acids, lard 
tends to smoke at a lower tem­ 
perature. Many people prefer 
the flavor 
of food fried 
in 
lard. Lard contains a high per­ 
centage of free fatty acids and 
tends 
to smoke at a lower 
temperature. 
Be 
kind to your digestive 
tract 
and 
keep the 
fat in 
which you cook at the proper 
temperature. This 
is easily 
done 
if you have an electric 
controlled 
heat deep • 
fat 
fryer. 
The cooking time for French- 
fried foods is very short at the 
right 
fat temperature. Cro­ 
quettes 
and all 
previously 
cooked foods are fried only two 
to five minutes 
at 350 de­ 
grees 
to 
375 degrees; frit­ 
ters and raw batter and dough 
mixtures, two to three minutes 
at 350 degrees to 375 degrees; 
-and chicken, 15 to 20 minutes* 
at 350 degrees. Breaded chops 
or cutlets are cooked five to 
eight 
minutes at 
375 
de­ 
grees to 400 degrees. 
A thermometer 
helps 
you” 
check the temperature of the 
[ fat. Often times the better ther­ 
mometer are usuabie for both 
deepfat frying and candy mak- 
I ing. Fat that is too hot wUl cook 
I only the outside of the food. Fat 
I that is too cool soaks the food 
I before 
a 
crust 
is formed, 
and the food must 
be cooked 
a longer time at a lower tem­ 
perature. 
The 
amount 
of 
fat absorbed by fried foods af­ 
fects their palatability and cal­ 
orie 
value. Checking the tem­ 
perature 
of deep • fat fried 
foods is 
important 
in rela­ 
tion to health. Properly pre­ 
pared 
fried foods has more 
calories 
than broiled 
foods. 
When planning menus and se­ 
lecting recipes; it's intelligent 
,to use only one fried food per 
day. Fats are slower to digest 
I than most foods. 
When fried 
foods are used frequently; they 
temporarily satisfy the appetite 
but 
not meet the nutritional 
needs of the Individual.

Acid Soils 
Cut Yields 
Of Beans 


By John D. Garrett, Exten­ 
sion Area Soils Agent. 
PORTAGE VILLE - The possi­ 
bility 
of increasing soybean 
yields with fertilizers is a 
common topic among farmers 
these days. The importance of 
proper soil fertility has taken 
on added significance the past 
two or three years. In general, 
soybeans have been mistreated 
when it comes to plant food. 
Why are farm ers becoming 
more conscious of the impor­ 
tance 
of this crop? I believe 
three of the biggest reasons for 
more 
attention to soybean 
production are: (1) Acreage (2) 
Current Market Price, and (3) 
Consistent Low Yields. 
Soybeans are grown on approx­ 
imately one 
. half of the cul­ 
tivated 
acres 
in Southeast 
Missouri. This means 
more 
soybeans are grown than all 
other 
crops 
combined. Mis­ 
souri produces 
three million 
plus acres of soybeans 
each 
year. About 35 
per cent 
of 
these are grown 
in Southeast 
Missouri. 
The current market price is a 
big factor in motivating farm­ 
ers to do a better job of produc­ 
tion. In general, soybeans have 
been planted, cultivated 
a 
couple of times and forgotten 
untü harvest. The present price 
of this crop will demand more 
attention. The manager 
who 
does 
his 
best in produc­ 
tion will stay on top. He should 
pay special attention to soil 
preparation, 
variety, date of 
planting, weed control, insect 
contro, irrigation, harvesting, 
and fertilizers. 
The average yield has been 
22 
bushels 
per acre. Many 
farmers are above this. . • but 
many harvest less. The ques­ 
tion is often asked, “ Will fertili­ 
zer increase soybean yields” ? 
The answer is yes on medium 
to very low 
testing soils 
in 
phosphorus 
and 
potassium. 
Before 
a farmer considers 
the 
possibility 
of applying 
fertilizers to beans, he should 
have the soil tested. A good soil 
test is the first stel 
in in­ 
creasing yields. A soil test will 
give you a quick inventory of 
the plant food status of your 
soil. Your soil may not need 
fertilizer at all. A soil test will 
tell. 
In general, the number one 
thing limiting soybean yields 
in SEMO is acid soils. Soy­ 
beans are a legume plant and 
require a pH at 6.0 to 6.5 for 
top production. The average 
pH of Southeast Missouri soils 
is 
5.1 
— very strongly acid 
and 
far below the optiumum 
pH level. Limestone is needed 
to correct acidity. 
Limestone should be applied 
any time 
the pH is 
5.8 or 
below. On soils with pH of 5.5 
or below, the first Investment 


should be in limestone rather 
than fertilizer. One of 
the 
functions of lime is to make 
fertilizers more effective. An­ 
other is to supply calcium and- 
or magnesium as plant foods. 
Excess soil acid limits 
top 
profits 
from 
fertilizer 
on 
many soils. Most farmers use 
lime because it is a profitable 
investment. The lower 
t h e 
pH (increasing acidity) 
the 
greater will be the response 
to lime. For best results, lime 
should be applied 6 months to 
one year before a crop is grown. 
In many cases, this isn't done, 
so don't expect best results until 
at least the second cropping sea­ 
son. Lime works slower on 
some soils than on others so 
give it a good test. 
The application of nitrogen 
for soybeans is not generally 
recommended 
because they 
have the ability to trap enough 
nitrogen from the air to supply 
most of its needs. In order for 
the soybeans to do this job, a 
favorable pH of 6.0 
to 6.5 
is needed. This will help 
in­ 
crease the population of bac­ 
teria to fix nitrogen from the 
air. 
A 40 bushel per acre soybean 
crop will contain approximately 
150 pounds of nitrogen in the 
grain. Ten to twelve pounds of 
nitrogen, where recommended, 
applied in a complete fertili­ 
zer will often increase yields on 
low fertility, low organiz mat­ 
ter, and acid soils. This is not 
the case on high organic mat­ 
ter soils on high pH. A small 
application of 
nitrogen will 
often increase yields on Deans 
following 
wheat. More 
re­ 
search is needed on the use 
of 
nitrogen 
cm soybeans. 
Phosphorus is necessary for 
good soybean production. Soy­ 
beans have a high phosphorus 
requirement. A 40 bushel per 
acre crop contains 35 pounds 
of 
P205 in the grain. Soils 
that test medium, or lower, in 
phosphorus should have 30 to 60 
pounds of phosphate applied an­ 


nually to prevent phosphorus 
deficiency. 
Most of the soils in Southeast 
Missouri are 
high 
in phos­ 
phorus, and 
additional phos­ 
phate is not needed tor 
top 
yields. At least 30 percent of 
the soils are low to very low 
in phosphorus and need phos­ 
phate. The only way to trill if 
your soil needs phosphate is by 
soil testing. 
Potash is required in large 
amounts by soybeans, and all 
soils that test medium or lower 
should be fertilized with 30 to 
90 pounds of potash per acre. 
When soils are limted, 
in­ 
creased amount of potash are 
used by soybeans because big­ 
ger and 
better crops 
are 
grown after the soil is limed. 
A 40 bushel per acre crop 
of soybeans will contain about 
55 lbs. of potash in the grain. 
Next to lime, potassium is 
the most deficient plant food in 
Southeast Missouri soils. Many 
experiments 
have been con­ 
ducted on different soil types. 
Yields have been increased 2 
to 14 bushels per acre with 
small applications of potash. 
In tests on soils testing 150 
pounds of potassium per acre 
or less, 60 pounds of potash 
have increased yields an aver­ 
age of 7 bushels per acre. With 
potash selling at about 
five 
cents per pound, it would cost 
$3.00 an acre 
to apply 
60 
lbs. At $2.80 per bushel, the 
extra 7 bushels would return 
$19.80 
an acre, for a net 
profit of $16.80 per acre. 
Phosphate and potash can be 
applied about any time of the 
year. Four recommended meth­ 
ods are: (1) band 3 to 4 inches 
beside and below the seed, at 
or prior to planting; (2) broad­ 
cast and plow down or disk in; 
(3) band beside row shortly 
after 
emergence, 
and (4) 
fertilize previous crop, such 
as Wheat or Corn, heavy so 
soybeans can use the leftover 
fertilizer. 
As already mentioned, don't 


guess about soybean fertiliza­ 
tion. Test your soil and find out 
the exaet nutrient 
status. If 
your soil is acid, lime should 
be applied. If it is medium, or 
lower, in phosphorus and-or 
potassium, one or both 
of 
these nutrients should be ap­ 
plied.

PORTAGE VILLE • Eighty five 
per cent is the generally ac­ 
cepted accuracy for short range 
weather forecasts of 36 to 48 
hours. Not good enough? 
Can you expect 85 per cent ef­ 
ficiency from your automobile 
or tractor? 
Can the farmer plan on 85 
per cent germination of his 
seed every spring? 
Does he 
realize 85 per cent efficiency 
from his chemical fertilizer, 
weed control or insecticide? 
Can he hope to harvest 85 per 
cent of the beans or cotton he 
produces? Does he utilize his 
labor force at 85 per cent ef­ 
ficiency? 
Combined losses to agricul­ 
ture each year are estimated 
at 25 per cent. Of these, about 
70 per cent can be attributed 
to some weather factor. 
Weather forecasts 
100 per 
cent accurate won't eliminate 
all of these losses. One hun­ 
dred percent accuracy in wea­ 
ther prediction will not save 
cottonseed planted in cold soil. 
An entire wheat field may be 
lost to a correctly predieted 
hailstorm. 
Unirrigated soy­ 
beans won't produce profits dur­ 
ing a drought regardless of 
perfect forecasts. 
Just as the termer can rea­ 
lize profits from limited effi­ 
ciency of his machinery, seed, 
chemicals and labor, he can re­ 
duce the cost of production by 
using weather predictions wise­ 
ly. Actually, the weather fore­ 
cast may prove to be one of his 
most efficient tools.

Yields produced by 
beans planted during May are 
generally as good if not better 
than these from beans planted 
at any other time. 
Delaying 
planting long enough to allow 
a couple of crops of 
weeds 
to germinate and be destroyed 
by disking will aid weed con­ 
trol very significantly. Waiting 
this late to plant will help 
to 
control diseases 
and related 
problems 
that result 
from 
planting beans in a cool, 
wet 
soil. 
It will also help 
to 
control the soybean 
cyst 
nematode. 
Crop rotation also p^fers some' 
definite advantages 
as 
soybeans are cdncerned. First, 
soybean fertilization is 
be­ 
coming increasingly important 
on many of our soils that tend 
to be low in fertility. As com­ 
pared to most other crops, soy­ 
beans do not utilize direct fer­ 
tilizer applications 
as effi­ 
ciently, but this crop has 
an 
exceptionally good ability to 
use the fertility left in the soil 
from a previous crop. Con­ 
sequently, rotating crops so 
that com or some other crop 
that will make efficient use of 
direct fertilizer applications 
are fertilized highly and fol­ 
lowed with soybeans to utilize 
the fertilizer left by this crop 


is about the most efficient way 
to fertilize beans. 
Another advantage is that crop 
rotation helps to control 
the 
soybean 
cyst nematode and 
soybean diseases. Results of 
a four-year research 
study 
in North Carolina 
showed that 
bean yields were reduced to 1.9 
bushels per acre by the cyst 
nematode where beans 
were 
grown on the same field every 
year compared to a yield of 16 
bushels 
per acre 
produced 
where the crop was 
rotated 
out of soybean production for 
three years 
in 
succession. 
Likewise, bacterial and fungus 
leaf diseases that live on crop 
residues in the soil from one 
year to the next are controlled 
to a very significant extent by 
crop rotation. 
Soybean 
fertilization is 
a 
paying porposition on many of 
our soils in this area and local 
farmers are becoming increas­ 
ingly aware of Its importance. 
A 40 bushel yield of soybeans 
removes as much total phos­ 
phate and potash from the soil 
as a 150 bushel yield of corn. 
To be specific, a 40 bushels 
bean yield removes 35 pounds 
of phosphate and 55 
pounds 
of potash compared to 
53 
pounds of 
phosphate and 40 
pounds of potash removed by 
a 150 bushel yield of corn. In 
spite of this, most of the soy­ 
beans produced in this 
area 
are not fertilized. 
Results of experimental tests 
conducted throughout the Del- 
- ta Counties by research agro­ 
nomists at the 
University of 
Missouri Delta Center 
at 
Portageville show that it 
is 
profitable to fertilize 
beans 
on soils that test below 100 
pounds of phosphate and 
150 
pounds of potash. 
For exam­ 
ple, average results of 19 tests 
conducted on soils that tested 
below 150 pounds of 
potash 
showed that 30 bushels of soy­ 
beans per acre were produced 
where 60 pounds of 
actual 
potash were applied compared 
to a yield of 24 bushels 
per 
acre produced where no ferti­ 
lizer was applied. Average re­

G reatest savings, the survey 
said, would be possible in less 
wealthy counties, although sub­ 
stantial savings would be pos­ 
sible in all affected counties. 
Under both structures, the of­ 
fices of assessor, collector, 
county clerk, treasurer and cir­ 
cuit clerk and recorder would 
be discontinued. The functions 
of those offices would be con­ 
solidated and performed under 
the supervision of a 
county 
executive. 
Under 
one 
a l t e r n a t i v e 
structure, the executive would 
be a county commissioner ap­ 
pointed by the county court. 
Under the other, he would have 
the title of county supervisor 
and would be elected. With ap­ 
proval of the court, the execu­ 
tive would employ the staff 
needed to perform the functions 
of the formerly separate 
of­ 
fices. 
The 
simplified 
structures, 
ttie survey said, would reduce 
counties’ 
principal 
overhead 
cost - salary and office 
ex­ 
pense - which has increased 
from less than half of general 
fund expenditures in 1946 to 
more than two-thirds in 1966, 
and which now account 
for 
four-fifths of such expenditures 
in less wealthy counties. 
The functions of the 
offices 
that would be discontinued lend 
themselves to consolidation, the 
survey said. It pointed out that

are publishing want ads. Em­ 
ployers seek help.

that the advertisements are not 
all for computer programmers 
or for operators of data pro­ 
cessing equipment. Many jobs 
that are 
open are for hard 
physical labor, but* these 
are 
Jobs that have to be done in any 
society. 
Many Americans who today 


have good, 
high - caliber jobs 
are the children or grand chil­ 
dren of those who held 
down 
hard, uninspiring jobs. 
When 
an individual or a people wants 
to go up in a free 
society, it 
is necessary to begin at 
the 
bottom of the ladder. If a per­ 
son Is energetic, he 
can get 
ahead in America. A 
janitor's 
job may not be fascinating, but 
with today's wide educational 
opportunities it is possible for a 


janitor to go to 
afternoon or 
evening 
classes and learn a 
new skill so he can qualify for 
better 
employment. This 
Is 
the American way, the 
self- 
reliant way, and the only 
ef­ 
fective way for our country to 
solve Its problems and 
get 
ahead.

dividual initiative, not

The storm, with winds of up to 
50 miles an hour, endangering 
shipping along the Atlantic sea­ 
board, sank two fishing vessels 
off New England Friday, one 
with the loss of a six-man crew.

missing off Nova Scotia in the 
35-foot vessel Lena G., which 
left Longville, N.H., Friday to 
sail across the Bay of Fundy to 
Bigby, NJ*. A 26-yoar-old man 
was missing in a canoe in St. 
Margaret’s Bay In Nova Scotia. 
The 4,141-ton Liberian freight­ 
er Costa Rican Trader grounded 
stern first on rocks near the ap­ 
proaches to Halifax harbor Fri­ 
day. Little hope was held for the 
ship as the waves battered It on 
the rocks. The crew made It 
ashore. 
Rescue ships stood by three 
fishing vessels off Nova Scotia. 
An 89Qoot fishing vessel, the 
Noreen with a crew of ll , was 
taking on water 75 miles east of 
Nantucket Island, Mass. 
A Coast Guard plane dropped 
a pump to the Noreen and a 
spokesman said the flooding 
apparently was under control. 
Another Coast Ola rd cutter, 
the Acushnet, was alongside the 
102-foot trawler Plymouth about 
75 miles east • southeast of

HIGHER POSTAL RATES 
An increase in international surface and air 
mail, to take effect on Monday, May 1, may be 
only the first of a series of postal rate in­ 
creases in 1967. 
The higher international 
rates will average 13 per cent and presumably 
will erase the U.S. Post Office’s $16 million 
deficit in its international operations. Mail to 
servicemen stationed overseas will not be af­ 
fected. 
The Postmaster General has statutory authority 
to 
raise 
postage 
rates on mail to foreign 
countries without prior approval of Congress. 
Not so with domestic postage rates; Congress 
must approve these, and it is loath to raise the 
price of mailing a letter without assurance that 
service will improve correspondingly. Although 
requests 
for 
postage rate increases are sent 
from the White House to Capitol Hill almost 
every year, only three have been enacted since 
World War II - in 1949, 1958 and 1962. 
This year probably will bring the fourth postwar 
rate increase. 
With the Post Office deficit 
expected to reach $1.2 billion by June 30, a 
rate boost can hardly be avoided. 
A rule of 
thumb seems to be that a postal deficit of be­ 
tween $500 million and $900 million can be ex­ 
plained away, but one of over $1 billion is 
politically intolerable. 
The rate increases proposed by President 
Johnson affect all classes of mail, including 
first class and air mail, which already earn a 
small profit for the Post Office. The biggest 
rate increase, of 31 per cent, would apply to 
third class matter, which consists largely of 
unsolicited advertising or “ junk m ail.” 
Irate 
recipients of junk mail 
have complained for 
years that it is in effect being subsidized by the 
taxpayer. 
If the 31 per cent rate increase goes 
into effect, third class postage receipts would 
cover about 90 per cent of costs.

A BRAKE ON BRAIN DEFERMENTS 
An executive order dealing with draft defer­ 
ments for postgraduate students “ is in the pro­ 
cess of being written,” in the words (April 
19) of Selective Service Director Lewis 
B. 
Hershey. 
About 80 per cent of Columbia College’s 
senior class of 670 students plans to go on to 
graduate school. 
The figure perhaps only re­ 
flects a trend. Of the nation’s 450,000 bachelor 
degree graduates of 1964 - long before the es­ 
calation in Viet Nam - 100,000 went on to work 
for graduate degrees. 
Of the 1964 graduates of such schools as Prince­ 
ton, 
Harvard, Cornell, 
University of Penn­ 
sylvania, and New York University, 60 to 85 
per cent went on to higher schools. Of the 1966 
class at Dartmouth, 80 per cent became grad­ 
uate students. 
Yet there is a strong feeling that the rich and 
brainy young man is using postgraduate study 
to avoid military service. 
In his March 6 
message to Congress on draft revision, Presi­ 
dent Johnson said: 
“ I shall issue an executive 
order specifying that no deferments for post­ 
graduate study be granted in the future, except 
for those men pursuing medical and 
dental 
courses.” 
Burke Marshall, chairman of the 
National 
Advisory Commission on the Selective Service 
System, which has recommended a number of 
changes in present methods of drafting young 
men for military service, on March 22 told a 
Senate subcommittee that demands on graduate 
schools have increased considerably because of 
young men attempting to avoid induction. After 
completing graduate school, a man still bent on 
staying out of service can seek an occupation 
which holds promise of a deferment - such as 
teaching. 
Gen. Hershey told U.S. News & World Report 
in an interview that he “wouldn’t presume” 
that President Johnson would issue his order on 
postgraduate stays of induction “ before the end 
of this school year.” 
Now the order looks 
more 
imminent. 
Even so, Hershey in 
the 
magazine interview suggested: 
“ If a graduate 
student already has a deferment, maybe he has 
a vested right.” 
The implication is that the 
President’s order would affect only future ap­ 
plications for deferment. 
The whole idea of deferment for students is 
being widely debated. There are now about 1.7 
million men with college deferments classified 
Il-S, including postgraduates. More than 54,000 


are classified I-S, with deferment automatic 
only until the end of the scholastic year. 
In a statement in early March, student news­ 
papers of four Ivy League institutions - Brown, 
Cornell, Dartmouth, and Pennsylvania - op­ 
posed discontinuance of student deferments, as 
recommended by the President’s commission, as 
ignoring “ the value of uninterrupted under­ 
graduate education.” However, editorial boards 
of the Columbia, Princeton, and Yale news­ 
papers asserted: 
“ To protect the young man 
because he has had the cultural background as 
well as the financial ability to obtain a higher 
education is patently unjust to those not in­ 
cluded in the fortunate group.” Harvard stood 
mute. 
In a sense the argument of means is irrele­ 
vant. 
What with the 
number of public and 
private scholarships available, almost any quali­ 
fied student who wants to can attend college - 
or graduate school for that matter. The opera­ 
tive word in that sentence is “ qualified.” The 
deferment is a matter of brains rather than 
wealth.

The committee’s new chair­ 
man, Rep. Carl Perkins, D- 
Ky., is systematically cutting 
down on ail expenses 
and for 
the first time had introduced 
a bookkeeping system to ac­ 
count for every penny of pub­ 
lic money that comes in and 
goes out. 
” 1 want you to feel free to 
examine 
the 
books 
at all 
tim es,” Perkins told this col­ 
umn. “ They will always beopen 
from nowon. We welcome scru­ 
tiny by the p ress.” 
He lias told committee 
col­ 
leagues much the same thing: 
“ We are going to operate 
in 
a goldfish bowl, as far as the 
public 
is concerned. “ For 
one thing, as 
long as I am 
chairman there is to be 
no 
unauthorized 
or 
unjustified 
travel. I’m going to clear all 
trips, 
even short 
ones, and 
the money spent on then.” 
Under Powell, the committee 
staff was the largest and most 
changeable in congress. An esti­ 
mated 200 aides worked for him 
in various capacities last year. 
They were on and off the pay­ 
roll. 
Perkins 
already 
has 
dropped 
18 
so • called “ per­ 
manent” staff employees hired 
by Powell, at 
an estimated 
saving 
of $256,000 to the tax­ 
payers. 
Leon Abramson, chief coun­ 
sel for labor • management at 
$25,595 a year, and Odell Clark, 
chief investigator at $18,461 a 
year, 
are among those who 
have gone. 
Many others have 
been replaced, including 
C. 
Summer (Chuck) Stone, a $25,- 
890 “ special assistant” to the 
chairman. 
Mrs. 
Marian Wyman, who 
has been 
with Perkins for 12 
years, 
has taken over Stone’s 
Job, at only $12,000 a year. 
Her principal task is to handle 
the books and finances, a top- 
notch newspaperman, 
B e n 
Reeves, a form er editor 
of 
the Louisville Courier • Jour­ 
nal, 
has 
become 
the com­ 
mittee’s main trouble • shooter 


and “ editor 
of publications,” 
at $22,500 a year. 
Two veteran and capable com­ 
mittee 
aides 
have been kept 
on — Jack Reed, chief counsel, 
$25,890 
and 
Robert McCord, 
“ senior specialist” and legis­ 
lative aide, $25,890. These are 
the top staff salaries. 
To insure a thorough house- 
cleaning and a stop of waste, 
Perkins 
even made an inven­ 
tory of all office equipment, 
stationery, etc., used by the 
committee, when he took over. 
He found some unusual situa­ 
tions, 
including the fact that 
there are 43 
keys, not 
all 
accounted 
for, to the station­ 
ery supply closet. 
The lock was changed and a 
key alloted to only two per­ 
sons, M rs. Wyman and Louise 
Wright, 
who supervises

committee payroll. 
SOLVING RIVER POLLUTION 
Public health and 
pollution 
experts have applied a 
new 
machine 
to an old • fashioned 
system of getting rid of sewage 
and refuse instead of dumping 
it into rivers and stream s. The 
solution is composting, essen­ 
tially the same principle used 
by French farm ers, who 
for 
years have accumulated 
ma­ 
nure in piles to let it steam 
and decompose. 
In Johnson City, Tenn., John 
S. Wiley, public health service 
engineer, 
reports that he is 
doing the same thing with 
the 
city’s raw sewage, mixed with 
garbage and other solid wastes. 
He is using a new machine de­ 
veloped 
by Herbert Cobey of 
the Cobey Farm Wagon Com­ 
pany in 
Ohio, namely a com- 
poster which can turn out com­ 
post 
at the rate of 2,000 tons 
per hour and produce finished 
compost 
at a cost of one cent 
per ton. 
The Johnson City experiment 
has been successful with not 
only garbage 
and sewage but 
old wastepaper. The final com­ 
post can be used to enrich farm­ 
land, instead of killing fish in 
Rivers. 
Secret of the process, accord­ 
ing to 
engineer Wiley, is the 
high temperature generated by 
nature in rotting manure, plus 
mixing 
the refuse 
by 
ma­ 
chine. 
REAGAN DISRUPTS 
CHILEAN PROGRAM 
Gov. Ronald Reagan of Cali­ 


fornia suddenly yanked the rug 
out from under the California- 
Chile program whereby these 
two governments with sim ilar 
problems 
have been 
helping 
each 
other 
regarding trans­ 
portation and agriculture. 
Reagan has abruptly 
fired 
Robert 
Keating, the Califor­ 
nia 
adm inistrator in 
Chile, 
and fils deputy 
administra­ 
tor, Patrick Deyoung. He has 
also asked for an audit of the 
project’s finances. 
The Chilean Ambassador, Ra- 
domiro Tomic, received noti­ 
fication from his government of 
the 
precipitous 
action 
and 
queried 
the state department 
as to what it was all about; the 
state department was complete­ 
ly 
in the dark except for 
a 
cable received from U. S. Am­ 
bassador 
Ralph Dungan 
in 
Santiago, who reported that the 
financial 
affairs of the Cali­ 
fornia - Chile project were in 
order. 
The project had been initiated 
by former Gov. Edmund G.(Pat) 
Brown in order to give Chile 
the 
advantage 
of California 
know • how in regard to agri­ 
culture and transportation. The 
two areas are almost identical 
in shape 
and location, both 
being long and narrow 
states 
extending 
along the edge 
of 
the pacific. 
Parts of Southern California 
were 
formerly arid 
desert 
until Earl W arren, then 
gov­ 
ernor, took the 
first 
step in 
bringing water south, followed 
by the tremendous water pro­ 
ject of Gov. Brown which will 
bring Northern California river 
water almost a thousand miles 
south. 
Northern Chile, likewise, is 
an arid desert and lias not yet 
been able to work out a deal 
with Bolivia for Irrigation wat­ 
er. 
Chile/ which lacks sufficient 
funds to feed its own population, 
has been benefltting from Cali­ 
fornia’s agricultural success 
in 
supplying 
cotton, cattle, 
raisins, 
lettuce and fruit 
to 
the rest of the USA. 
The 
state department con­ 
sidered the California - Chile 
project a definite success. Ad­ 
m inistrator Keating, however, 
hid out in Washington, apparent­ 
ly afraid to talk about either 
the success or his reasons for 
being fired.

Royce-riding 
Laborers 
and 
some old friends of Jimmy Hoffa 
-- just to mention a few. 
This is reported here with due 
care for the new reportage and 
sensitive concern for the rights 
of those who care little for the 
rights of those who have chosen 
them to lead in the great ideal­ 
ism. But it does not prejudice 
anyone’s right to a 
fair trial 
or bias any yet - to - be se ­ 
lected jury to state that in some 
instances huge sums of money 
are involved as well as charges 
of using “ the squeeze” in most 
brutal fashions. 
There is the case of convicted 
extortioner Johnny Dio, whose 
influence it is hoped will now 
diminish in some 
Team sters 
circles. He will be brought to 
trial early in May in New York's 
Federal Court by the relentless 
crusading 
U.S. Attorney, Ro­ 
bert Morgenthau. 
The charges against Dio are 
worth 
noting by every small 
businessman. He is 
accused 
of bankrupting 
a meat com­ 
pany in the fashion of the Cosa 
Nostra --w herein taking over a 
business and defrauding 
the 
creditors. His sales techniques 
were also something to behold 
- - i f you did not get in his way. 
But 
this is just one of many 
upcoming trials of muscle men 
who dart in and out of labor. 
Asst. Attorney General Fred 
Vinson tells me that there are 
grand jury actions in Newark, 
Chicago, Kansas City, Cleve­

He told them to go 
to hell and is resting from a 
year in jail -- but not in Chi­ 
cago - - i n Mexico. 
Our 
government, 
officially 
so agitated by this crime thing, 
simply imposed a job freeze. 
Chicago’s federal unit de-es­ 
calated to about four men. The 
special labor unit of the Or­ 
ganized Crime 
section 
has 
exactly 
six 
men. 
Yet hun­ 
dreds of lawyers are in 
the 
federal catacombs in 
other 
divisions, shuffling papers and 
catching their car pool drive 
home -- but nothing else. 
If it were not for some dedi­ 
cated U.S. attorneys and mobile

What use are the permanent 
anti-crim e units in New York, 
Chicago, Los Angeles, Newark 
and Miami, if they don't have 
the manpower to turn rumor into 
fact and fact into indictments 
and convictions?

HIGHER POSTAL RATES 
An increase in international surface and air 
mail, to take effect on Monday, May I, may be 
only the first of a series of postal rate in­ 
creases in 1967. 
The higher international 
rates will average 13 per cent and presumably 
will erase the U.S. Post Office’s $16 million 
deficit in its international operations. Mail to 
servicemen stationed overseas will not be af­ 
fected. 
The Postmaster General has statutory authority 
to 
raise 
postage 
rates on mail to foreign 
countries without prior approval of Congress. 
Not so with domestic postage rates; Congress 
must approve these, and it is loath to raise the 
price of mailing a letter without assurance that 
service will improve correspondingly. Although 
requests 
for 
postage rate increases are sent 
from the White House to Capitol Hill almost 
every year, only three have been enacted since 
World War ll - in 1949, 1958 and 1962. 
This year probably will bring the fourth postwar 
rate increase. 
With the Post Office deficit 
expected to reach SI.2 billion by June 30, a 
rate boost can hardly be avoided. 
A rule of 
thumb seems to be that a postal deficit of be­ 
tween $500 million and $900 million can be ex­ 
plained away, but one of over $1 billion is 
politically intolerable. 
The rate increases proposed by President 
Johnson affect all classes of mail, including 
first class and air mail, which already earn a 
small profit for the Post Office. The biggest 
rate increase, of 31 per cent, would apply to 
third class matter, which consists largely of 
unsolicited advertising or “ junk mail.** Irate 
recipients of junk mail 
have complained for 
years that it is in effect being subsidized by the 
taxpayer. 
If the 31 per cent rate increase goes 
into effect, third class postage receipts would 
cover about 90 per cent of costs.

A BRAKE ON BRAIN DEFERMENTS 
An executive order dealing with draft defer­ 
ments for postgraduate students “is in the pro­ 
cess of being written,** in the words (April 
19) of Selective Service Director Lewis 
B. 
Hershey. 
About 80 per cent of Columbia College’s 
senior class of 670 students plans to go on to 
graduate school. 
The figure perhaps only re ­ 
flects a trend. Of the nation’s 450,000 bachelor 
degree graduates of 1964 - long before the es­ 
calation in Viet Nam - 100,000 went on to work 
for graduate degrees. 
Of the 1964 graduates of such schools as Prince­ 
ton, 
Harvard, Cornell, 
University of Penn­ 
sylvania, and New York University, 60 to 85 
per cent went on to higher schools. Of the 1966 
class at Dartmouth, 80 per cent became grad­ 
uate students. 
Yet there is a strong feeling that the rich and 
brainy young man is using postgraduate study 
to avoid military service. 
In his March 6 
message to Congress on draft revision, Presi­ 
dent Johnson said: “I shall issue an executive 
order specifying that no deferments for post­ 
graduate study be granted in the future, except 
for those men pursuing medical and 
dental 
courses.** 
Burke Marshall, chairman of the 
National 
Advisory Commission on the Selective Service 
System, which has recommended a number of 
changes in present methods of drafting young 
men for military service, on March 22 told a 
Senate subcommittee that demands on graduate 
schools have increased considerably because of 
young men attempting to avoid induction. After 
completing graduate school, a man still bent on 
staying out of service can seek an occupation 
which holds promise of a deferment - such as 
teaching. 
Gen. Hershey told U.S. News & World Report 
in an interview that he “wouldn’t presume’* 
that President Johnson would issue his order on 
postgraduate stays of induction “before the end 
of this school year,** 
Now the order looks 
more 
imminent. 
Even so, Hershey in 
the 
magazine interview suggested: 
“ lf a graduate 
student already lias a deferment, maybe he has 
a vested right.” 
The implication is that the 
President’s order would affect only future ap­ 
plications for deferment. 
Hit whole idea oi deferment for students is 
being widely debated. There are now about 1.7 
million men with college deferments classified 
ll -S, including postgraduates. More than 54,000 


are classified I-S, with deferment automatic 
only until the end of the scholastic year. 
In a statement in early March, student news­ 
papers of four Ivy League institutions - Brown, 
Cornell, Dartmouth, and Pennsylvania - op­ 
posed discontinuance of student deferments, as 
recommended by the President’s commission, as 
ignoring “the value of uninterrupted under­ 
graduate education.” However, editorial boards 
of the Columbia, Princeton, and Yale news­ 
papers asserted: 
“To protect the young man 
because he has had the cultural background as 
well as the financial ability to obtain a higher 
education is patently unjust to those not in­ 
cluded in the fortunate group.” Harvard stood 
mute. 
In a sense the argument of means is irrele­ 
vant. 
What with the 
number of public and 
private scholarships available, almost any quali­ 
fied student who wants to can attend college - 
or graduate school for that matter. The opera­ 
tive word in that sentence is “qualified.” The 
deferment is a matter of brains rather than 
wealth.

Public health and pollution 
experts have applied a 
new 
machine to an old • fashioned 
system of getting rid of sewage 
and refuse instead of dumping 
it into rivers and streams. The 
solution is composting, essen­ 
tially the same principle used 
by French farmers, who 
for 
years have accumulated 
ma­ 
nure in piles to let it steam 
and decompose. 
In Johnson City, Tenn., John 
S. Wiley, public health service 
engineer, reports that he is 
doing the same thing with the 
city's raw sewage, mixed with 
garbage and other solid wastes. 
He is using a new machine de­ 
veloped by Herbert Cobey of 
the Cobey Farm Wagon Com­ 
pany in Ohio, namely a com­ 
pester which can turn out com­ 
post at the rate of 2,000 tons 
per hour and produce finished 
compost at a cost of one cent 
per ton. 
The Johnson City experiment 
has been successful with not 
only garbage and sewage but 
old wastepaper. The Anal com­ 
post can be used to enrich farm­ 
land, Instead of killing fish in 
Rivers. 
Secret of the process, accord­ 
ing to engineer Wiley, Is the 
high temperature generated by 
nature in rotting manure, plus

chine.

out from under the California- 
Chile program whereby these

Parts of Southern California

formerly arid

until Earl Warren, then gov­ 
ernor, took the first step in 
bringing water south, followed 
by the tremendous water pro­ 
ject of Gov, Brown which will 
bring Northern California river 
water almost a thousand milos 
south. 
Northern Chile, likewise, is 
an arid desert and has not yet 
been able to work out a deal

At the moment 
waiting for 
calls to a string of witness 
stands are officials of the Op­ 
erating Engineers in Northern 
New Jersey, some leaders of 
eastern Longshoremen, Rolls 
Royce -riding 
Laborers 
and 
some old friends of Jimmy Hoffa 
— just to mention a few. 
This is reported here with due 
care for the new reportage and 
sensitive concern for the rights 
of those who care little for the 
rights of those who have chosen 
them to lead in the great ideal­ 
ism. But it does not prejudice 
anyone's right to a fair trial 
or blas any yet - to - be se­ 
lected jury to state that in some 
instances huge sums of money 
are involved as well as charges 
of using “ the squeeze" in moat 
brutal fashions. 
There is the case of convicted 
extortioner Johnny Dio, whose 
influence it Is hoped will now 
diminish in some Teamsters 
circles. He will be brought to 
trial early in May in New York's 
Federal court by the relentless 
crusading U.S. Attorney, Ro­ 
bert Morgenthau.

Why do 
homemakers and drive • ins 
cooks fry a great deal? The de­ 
mand for deep • fat fried foods 
behooves 
cooks 
to be cau­ 
tious 
in 
maintaining a non­ 
smoking 
temperature of the 
fat. The amount of heating a 
fat or oil can stand before it 
smokes is important in the se­ 
lection of a fat for frying. Deep- 
fat frying may require a tem­ 
perature 
as high as 400 de­ 
grees. 
Fats which are allowed to 
smoke 
are too hot and will 
scorch the food. A fat which 
j reaches the smoking tempera- 
[ ture interferes with the diges­ 
tibility of the fried food. 
A heated 
fat 
is breaking 
down chemicals when it smokes. 
Us funes 
have a sharp odor 
and Irritate the mucous lin­ 
ings of the nose and throat. 
The fumes give the fried food 
an unpleasant 
flavor as well 
as contaminating 
the atmo­ 
sphere. Once a fat is heated 
to the smoking 
point, 
its 
period of 
usefulness is lim­ 
ited. It becomes 
rancid soon­ 
er. 
Only fats that have 
high 
smoking 
temperatures 
are 
suitable for deep • fat frying. 
These tats include most of the 
vegetable 
oils 
and hydro­ 
genated shortenings. Olive oil 
has a low smoking tempera­ 
ture 
and is 
undesirable for 
deep • fat frying. 
Because of its high percent­ 
age of free fatty acids, lard 
tends to smoke at a lower tem­ 
perature. Many people prefer 
the flavor 
of food fried In 
lard. Lard contains a high per­ 
centage of free fatty acids and 
tends 
to smoke at a lower 
temperature. 
Be 
kind to your digestive 
tract 
and 
keep the fat In 
which you cook at the proper 
temperature. This 
is easily 
done 
if you have an electric 
controlled 
heat deep • 
fat 
fryer. 
The cooking time for French- 
fried foods is very short at the 
right 
fat temperature. Cro­ 
quettes 
and all 
previously 
cooked foods are fried only two 
to five minutes 
at 350 de­ 
grees 
to 375 degrees; frit­ 
ters and raw batter and dough 
mixtures, two to three minutes 
at 350 degrees to 375 degrees; 
and chicken, 15 to 20 minutes* 
at 350 degrees. Breaded chops 
or cutlets are cooked five to 
eight 
minutes at 
375 
de­ 
grees to 400 degrees. 
A thermometer 
helps 
you" 
check the temperature of the 
fat. Often times the better ther­ 
mometer are usuable for both 
deepfcit frying and candy mak­ 
ing. Fat that is too hot will cook 
only the outside of the food. Fat 
that Is too cool soaks the food 
before 
a 
crust 
is formed, 
and the food must be cooked 
a longer time at a lower tem­ 
perature. 
The 
amount 
of 
fat absorbed by fried foods af­ 
fects their palatability and cal­ 
orie 
value. Checking the tem­ 
perature 
of deep - fat fried 
foods is 
important 
in rela­ 
tion to health. Properly pre­ 
pared fried foods has more 
calories 
than broiled 
foods. 
When planning menus and se­ 
lecting recipes; it’s intelligent 
to use only one fried food per 
day. Fats are slower to digest 
than most foods. 
When fried 
foods are used frequently; they 
temporarily satisfy the appetite 
but 
not meet the nutritional 
needs of the individual.

Acid Soils 
Cut Yields 
Of Beans 


By Jolm D. Garrett, Exten­ 
sion Area Soils Agent. 
PORT AGE VILLE - The possi­ 
bility 
of increasing 
soybean 
yields 
with fertilizers 
is 
a 
common topic among farmers 
these days. The importance of 
proper soil fertility has 
taken 
on added significance the past 
two or three years. In general, 
soybeans liave been mistreated 
when it com es 
to plant food. 
Why are farm ers 
becoming 
more conscious of the impor­ 
tance 
of this crop? I believe 
three of the biggest reasons for 
more 
attention 
to 
soybean 
production are: (1) Acreage (2) 
Current Market P rice, and (3) 
Consistent Low Yields. 
Soybeans are grown on approx­ 
imately one 
. half of the cul­ 
tivated 
acres 
in Southeast 
M issouri. This means 
more 
soybeans 
are grown 
than all 
other 
crops 
combined. Mis­ 
souri produces 
three million 
plus acres of soybeans 
each 
year. About 35 
per cent 
of 
these are grown 
in Southeast 
Missouri. 
The current market price is a 
big factor in motivating form­ 
ers to do a better job of produc­ 
tion. In general, soybeans have 
been planted, 
cultivated 
a 
couple of tim es and 
forgotten 
until harvest. The present price 
of tills crop will demand more 
attention. The manager 
who 
does 
his 
best in 
produc­ 
tion will stay on top. He should 
pay special attention to 
soil 
preparation, 
variety, 
date of 
planting, weed control, insect 
contro, irrigation, harvesting, 
and fertilizers. 
The 
average yield has been 
22 
bushels 
per acre. Many 
formers are above this. . . but 
many harvest le ss. The ques­ 
tion is often asked, "Will fertili­ 
zer increase soybean yields” ? 
The answer is yes on medium 
to very low 
testing soils 
in 
phosphorus 
and 
potassium. 
Before 
a former considers 
the 
possibility 
of 
applying 
fertilizers to beans, lie should 
have the soil tested. A good soil 
test is the first stel 
in in­ 
creasing yields. A soil test will 
give you a quick inventory of 
the plant food status 
of your 
soil. Your soil may not need 
fertilizer at all. A soil test will 
tell. 
In general, the number one 
thing limiting soybean yields 
in SEMO is acid so ils. Soy­ 
beans 
are a legume plant and 
require a pH at 6.0 to 6.5 for 
top production. The average 
pH of Southeast Missouri soils 
is 
5.1 
— very strongly acid 
and 
fai beluw the opt iu mum 
pH level. Limestone is needed 
to correct acidity. 
Limestone should be applied 
any time 
the 
pH is 
5.8 or 
l>elow. On soils with pH of 5.5 
or 
l>elow, the first investment 


should be in lim estone rather 
than fertilizer. One of 
the 
functions of lim e L to make 
fertilizers more effective. An­ 
other is to supply calcium and- 
or magnesium as plant foods. 
Excess soil acid lim its 
top 
profits 
from 
fertilizer 
on 
many soils. Most farmers use 
lime because it is a profitable 
investment. The lower 
t h e 
pH (increasing acidity) 
the 
greater will be the response 
to lim e. For best results, lim e 
should be applied 6 months to 
one year before a crop is grown. 
In many cases, this isn’t done, 
so don’t expect best results until 
at least the second cropping sea­ 
son. Lime 
works 
slower on 
some 
soils than on others so 
give it a good test. 
The application of nitrogen 
for soybeans is not generally 
recommended 
because 
they 
have the ability to trap enough 
nitrogen from the air to supply 
most of its needs. In order for 
the soybeans to do tiiis job, a 
favorable pH of 6.0 
to 6.5 
is needed. This will help 
in­ 
crease 
the population of bac­ 
teria to fix nitrogen from the 
air. 
A 40 bushel per acre soybean 
crop will contain approximately 
150 pounds of nitrogen in the 
grain. Ten to twelve pounds of 
nitrogen, where recommended, 
applied in a complete fertili­ 
zer will often increase yields on 
low fertility, low organiz mat­ 
ter, and acid soils. This is not 
the case on high organic mat­ 
ter soils on high pH. A small 
application of 
nitrogen will 
often increase yields on oeans 
following 
wheat. More 
re­ 
search 
is needed on 
the use 
of 
nitrogen 
on soybeans. 
Phosphorus is necessary for 
good 
soybean production. Soy­ 
beans have a high phosphorus 
requirement. A 40 bushel per 
acre crop contains 35 pounds 
of 
P205 
in the grain. Soils 
that test medium, or lower, in 
phosphorus should have 30 to 60 
pounds of phosphate applied an­ 


nually to prevent 
phosphorus 
deficiency. 
Most of the soils in Southeast 
Missouri 
are 
high 
in phos­ 
phorus, 
and 
additional phos­ 
phate is not needed for 
top 
yields. At least 30 percent of 
the soils are low to very low 
in phosphorus and need phos­ 
phate. The only way to tell if 
your soil needs phosphate is by 
soil testing. 
Potash is required in large 
amounts 
by soybeans, and all 
soils that test medium or lower 
should be fertilized with 30 to 
90 pounds of potash per acre. 
When soils are lim ted, 
in­ 
creased amount of potash are 
used by soybeans because big­ 
ger and 
better crops 
are 
grown after the soil is lim ed. 
A 40 bushel per 
acre 
crop 
of soybeans will contain about 
55 lbs. of potash in the grain. 
Next to lim e, potassium is 
the most deficient plant food in 
Southeast Missouri so ils. Many 
experiments 
have been con­ 
ducted on different soil types. 
Y'ields have been increased 2 
to 14 bushels per acre 
with 
small applications of 
potash. 
In tests on soils testing 150 
pounds of potassium per acre 
or le s s , 60 pounds of potash 
have increased yields an aver­ 
age of 7 bushels per acre. With 
potash selling at about 
five 
cents per pound, it would cost 
$3.00 an acre 
to apply 
60 
lbs. At $2.80 per bushel, the 
extra 7 bushels would return 
$19.80 
an acre, for 
a 
net 
profit of $16.80 per acre. 
Phospliate and potash can be 
applied about any tim e of the 
year. Four recommended meth­ 
ods are: (1) band 3 to 4 inches 
beside and below the seed, at 
or prior to planting; (2) broad­ 
cast and plow down or disk in; 
(3) band beside row shortly 


after 
emergence, 
and (4) 
fertilize previous crop, such 
as 
Wheat 
or Corn, heavy so 
soybeans can use the leftover 
fertilizer. 
As already 
mentioned, don’t 


guess about soybean fertiliza­ 
tion. T*3t your soil and find out 
the exact nutrient 
status. If 
your soil is acid, lim e should 
be applied. If it is medium, or 
lower, in phosphorus an d or 
potassium, one or both 
of 
these nutrients 
should l>e ap­ 
plied.

PORTAGE VILLE • Eighty five 
per cent is the generally ac­ 
cepted accuracy for short range 
weather forecasts of 36 to 48 
hours. Not good enough? 
Can you expect 85 per cent ef­ 
ficiency from your automobile 
or tractor? 
Can the former plan on 85 
per cent germination of Ids 
seed every spring? 
Does he 
realize 85 per cent efficiency 
from his chemical fertilizer, 
weed control 
or insecticide? 
Can he hope to harvest 85 per 
cent of the beans or cotton he 
produces? 
Does he utilize his 
labor force at 85 per cent ef­ 
ficiency? 
Combined lo sses to agricul­ 
ture each year are estimated 
at 25 per cent. Of these, about 
70 per cent can be attributed 
to some weather factor. 
Weather forecasts 
100 per 
cent accurate won’t eliminate 
all of these lo sses. 
One hun­ 
dred percent accuracy in wea­ 
ther prediction will not save 
cottonseed planted in cold soil. 
An entire wheat field may be 
lost 
to a correctly predicted 
hailstorm. 
Unirrigated soy­ 
beans won’t produce profits dur­ 
ing a drought regardless of 
perfect forecasts. 
Just as the former can rea­ 
lize profits from limited effi­ 
ciency of his machinery, seed, 
chemicals and labor, he can re­ 
duce the cost of production by 
using weather predictions wise­ 
ly. Actually, the weather fore­ 
cast may prove to be one of his 
most efficient tools.

The m easure, senate bill 165, 
pending in the House, provides 
two alternative governm ental 
stru ctu re s which voters of 104 
M issouri counties could adopt. 
It was introduced by Sen. 
A. 
Basey 
Vanlandingham 
of 
Columbia. 
G reatest savings, the survey 
said, would be possible in less 
wealthy counties, although sub­ 
stantial savings would lie pos­ 
sible in all affected counties. 
Under both stru ctu res, the of­ 
fices of assesso r, collector, 
county clerk, tre a su re r and c ir­ 
cuit clerk and reco rd er would 
be discontinued. The functions 
of those offices would be con­ 
solidated and perform ed under 
the supervision of a 
county 
executive. 
Under 
one 
a l t e r n a t i v e 
stru ctu re, the executive would 
be a county com m issioner ap­ 
pointed by the county court. 
Under the other, he would have 
the title of county supervisor 
and would be elected. With ap­ 
proval of the court, the execu­ 
tive would employ the staff 
needed to perform the functions 
of the form erly separate 
of­ 
fices. 
The 
sim plified 
stru ctu res, 
the survey said, would reduce 
counties’ 
principal 
overhead 
cost - salary and office 
ex­ 
pense - which has increased 
from less than half of general 
fund expenditures 
in 1946 to 
m ore than tw o-thirds in 1966, 
and which now account 
for 
four-fifths of such expenditures 
in less wealthy counties. 
The functions of the 
offices 
that would be discontinued lend 
them selves to consolidation, the 
survey said. It pointed out that 
the a sse sso r's heaviest

load is early in the year and 
the collector’s late in the year, 
while the county clerk 
has 
slack 
periods.

cause most of the duties are 
prescribed by law, with little 
discretion perm itted. 
By efficiently organizing

flow of work and utilizing only 
the persons needed to

form it, a substantial reduction 
in personnel could be effected, 
the survey said. 
As an exam ­ 
ple, it said that one or

could do little to influence the 
m anner in which most of them

These counties have had 
to 
re so rt to a constitutional pro­ 
vision which perm its a higher 
rate of approval of 
two- 
thirds of the voters. Seventy- 


three counties now impose the

can levy, the survey said. 
In addition, it said, declining 
population results 
in 
fewer 
persons being served in many 
of the counties. 
The popula­ 
tion 
of 81 counties declined 
from 
1950 to 1960,

cline amounting to 10 per cent. 
Seven of these counties lost 
about a fifth and three about a 
fourth of their populations. 
The survey said a num ber of 
counties are in

nancial condition, som e even 
in position to reduce tax rates, 
and may be In no hurry to adopt 
a sim plified stru ctu re.

Savings to Counties 


Possible tinder Bill 
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JEFFERSON CITY - Savings 
of about a fourth 
of general 
fund budgets would be 
made 
possible 
in 
many 
Missouri 
counties by a bill 
approved 
by the Missouri Senate, 
the 
Missouri 
Public Expenditure 
Survey said today. The survey 
is a privately supported govern­ 
mental research organization. 
The measure, senate bill 165, 
pending in the House, provides 
two 
alternative 
governmental 
structures which voters of 104 
Missouri counties could adopt. 
It was introduced by Sen. 
A. 
Basey 
Vanlandlngham 
of 
Columbia. 
Greatest savings, the survey 
said, would be possible in less 
wealthy counties, although sul>- 
stanttal savings would be pos­ 
sible in all affected counties. 
Under both structures, the of­ 
fices 
of assessor, collector, 
county clerk, treasurer and c ir­ 
cuit clerk and recorder would 
be discontinued. The functions 
of those offices would be con­ 
solidated and performed under 
the supervision of a 
county 
executive. 
Under 
one 
a l t e r n a t i v e 
structure, the executive would 
be a county commissioner ap­ 
pointed by 
the county court. 
Under the other, he would have 
the title of county supervisor 
and would be elected. With ap­ 
proval of the court, the execu­ 
tive would employ 
the 
staff 
needed to perform the functions 
of the formerly separate 
of­ 
fices. 
The 
simplified 
structures, 
the survey said, would reduce 
counties' 
principal 
overhead 
cost - salary and office 
ex­ 
pense • which has increased 
from less than half of general 
fund expenditures 
In 1946 to 
more than two-thirds in 1966, 
and which now account 
for 
four-fifths of such expenditures 
in less wealthy counties. 
The functions of the 
offices 
that would be discontinued lend 
themselves to consolidation, the 
survey said. It pointed out that 
the assessor's heaviest 
work 
load is early in the year and 
the collector's late in the year, 
while the county clerk 
has 
slack 
periods. 
In 
many 
counties, it said, the treasurer 
has 
limited duties 
and 
in 
some 
counties 
the 
circuit 


clerk's 
duties 
require 
less 
than half the time of one per­ 
son. 
That 
office and 
the 
recorder have already 
been 
combined 
tai 
most counties. 
Most of the offices that would 
be dropped have deputies and 
other help, the cost of which 
often continues in slack as well 
as active 
p e r i o d s , the survey 
said. 
Little difficulty should 
be 
encountered in finding compe­ 
tent personnel to perform the 
functions 
of the discontinued 
offices, the survey said, be­ 
cause most of the duties are 
prescribed by law, with little 
discretion permitted. 
By efficiently organizing 
the 
flow of work and utilizing only 
the persons needed to 
per­ 
form it, a substantial reduction 
in personnel could tie effected, 
the survey said. 
As an exam­ 
ple, it said that one or 
two 
employees could meet the pub^ 
lie instead of having separate 
persons to do so for 
each of­ 
fice. 
Other savings would 
result 
from 
not having to 
provide 
furniture and office equipment 
for each of the now 
separate 
offices, 
the survey said. 
It 
added that the saving of space 
could reduce the need for capi­ 
tal expenditure in some coun­ 
ties. 
Where a courthouse is 
crowded, it might eliminate the 
need for a new building. Where 
a courthouse is being replaced, 
a less extensive structure would 
be required, It said. 
The survey said that the al­ 
ternative structures would cor­ 
rect basic defects now found 
in county government, including 
the fact that counties do not 
have separate legislature and 
executive branches and 
that 
county functions are assigned 
to some 17 officials, whose work 
is subject to little supervision 
or co-ordination. 
Presently, the survey 
said, 
even an obvious improvement 
such as centralized purchasing 
is precluded, unless 
officials 
voluntarily co-operate, and this 
often does not happen because 
individual 
officials 
normally 
prefer to deal directly 
with 
vendors.

sponsibility for the conduct of 


county 
busine* 
is 
centered 
where the voter can

“ P resen tly," the survey said, 
“ the voter must pass judgement 
on up to 17 county officials. It 
would require endless hours of 
study for a voter to familiarize 
himself with all of the duties 
prescribed for these numerous 
offices. 
Even though he were 
fam iliar with the duties, 
he 
could do little to influence the 
manner in which most of them 
are 
performed, because, for 
the most part, the official has 
little discretion in how 
he 
perform s them. 
Thus, 
the 
voter's decision must largely 
be made on the basis of

ficials' 
personalities, rather 
than 
the 
substantive conduct 
of their offices." 
The measure making alterna­ 
tive forms available has been 
recommended by the Missouri 
Commission on Local Govern­ 
ment, Missouri County Judges 
A s s o c i a t i o n ,

m ers Association and the Mis­ 
souri Farm Bureau Federation. 
It was Introduced at the sug­ 
gestion of the survey. 
To illustrate the acute need 
for the cost reduction 
the 
alternative structures 
would 
provide, the survey pointed out 
that in eight counties the maxi­ 
mum tax rate the county court 
is permitted to levy does not 
produce 
enough revenue 
to 
finance 
the 
county budget. 
These counties have had 
to 
resort to a constitutional pro­ 
vision which permits a higher 
rate 
of approval of 
two- 
thirds of the voters. Seventy- 


three counties now Impose the 
maximum 
rate county courts 
can levy, the survey said. 
In addition, it said, declining 
population 
results 
in 
fewer 
persons being served in many 
of the counties.

81 counties

1950 to 1960,

Though the proclamations and 
speeches associated with the in­ 
ter-A m erican meeting at Punta 
del Este already are fading from 
memory here in North Am eri­ 
ca, it is hard -- lf ne* 
im­ 
possible — to forget some of 
the angry demands 
voiced by 
Latin meetings at that 
con­ 
ference. The President of Ecu­ 
ador, for 
example, was e s­ 
pecially bitter towards 
the 
United 
States 
for not giving 
more money to the countries of 
Soutli America. 
Ironically, 
much 
the same 
kind of bitterness is heurd on 
Hie home front from those who 
want the federal 
government 
to escalate Hie War on Poverty. 
Spokesmen for radical groups 
and political action 
groups in 
slum ureas angrily 
condemn 
their fellow 
citizens 
for not 
pouring more money into social 
uplift schemes. 
They suggest 


-- almost threaten -- that vio­ 
lence is just around the corner 
lf the money 
is not provided 
forthwith. 
It is time the people of this 
world, both abroad and at home, 
get over the Idea that they are 
wards of the United 
states. 
Certainly, the productive citi­ 
zens of Hie USA don't have an 
obligation to 
subsidize those 
at home who make careers of 
tieing drones, nor to help other 
nations that won't help them­ 
selves. Neither a man nor 
a 
nation benefits from becoming 
accustomed to receiving money 
that is not earned. Tile more you 
give a man - and this 
also 
applies to a nation -- the more 
he wants, ami if you give It to 
him leng 
enough, 
he finally 
considers it his by right. As 
a result, Ute donor is Impov­ 
erished and, what is worse, the 
donee*s self-reliance Is des­ 
troyed, 
B’or many years, the 
United 


this goes hack to the old Span­ 
ish tradition of centralized rule, 
which impaired the growth of 
free enterprise and 
personal 
liberty. 
But Latin America 
must overcome its hurtful in­ 
heritance if It wants 
to have 
a better life. In short, the Latins 
have to find their own way out of 
the mess they have created. The 
U. S. can't do it for 
them — 
certainly not by sending 
tax 
money into the continent. 


The 
same truth has validity 
with respect to upgrading peo­ 
ple who dwell in slum s in the 
United States. The fact is that 
we have a substratum of peo­ 
ple in this country who 
don't 
want to work — who want Uncle 
Sam to support them with sub­ 
sidized 
housing, 
subsidized 
health care, and 
numerous 
other federal benefits. They in­ 
tend to use their votes to com­ 
pel handouts. 
The only answer to this prob­ 
lem is a more realistic, de­ 
term ined attitude on the part of 
gainfully employed blue - collar 
and white - collar 
Americans 
who pay this nation's tax bills. 
The productive citizens can't tie 
robtied to provide tribute to the 
non-workers In our society. 
Spokesmen for the slum popu­ 
lations say that their 
clients 
can't get work. This Isn't true. 
American newspapers 
always 
are publishing want ads. Em ­ 
ployers seek help, 
it’s 
true 
that the advertisements are not 
all for computer program m ers 
o r for operators of data pro­ 
cessing equipment. 
Many jobs 
that are 
open are for 
hard 
physical lutKir, Ult these 
ure 
jobs that have to lie done in any 
society. 
Many 
Americans who today 


have good, 
high - caliber Jobs 
are the children or grandchil­ 
dren of those who held 
down 
hard, uninspiring Jobs. 
When 
an individual or a people wants 
to go up In a free 
society, it 
is necessary to begin at 
the 
bottom of the ladder, lf a per­ 
son is energetic, he 
can get 
ahead in America. A 
janitor's 
job may not be fascinating, but 
with today's wide educational 
opportunities it is possible for a 


janitor to go to 
afternoon or 
evening 
classes and learn a 
new skill so he can qualify for 
better 
employment. Tills 
is 
the American way, the 
self- 
reliant way, and the only 
ef­ 
fective way for our country to 
solve its problems and 
get 
ahead, 
It requires only 
in­ 
dividual initiative, not 
Big 
Government spending. 


The political leaders of 
the 
United States must put aside 
the baloney — whether 
Latin 
America or domestic slums are 
Involved — and start preach lag 
the importance of hard work and 
self - reliance.
